UNITED NATIONS HEAD 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
April 5.—(#)—American and Aus- 
tralian airmen, smashing devas- 
tating blows into Japanese bases 
on Australia’s outer island de- 
fenses and decisively fending off 
enemy attacks on their own bases, 
were officially credited today with 
destroying at least 18 Japanese 
planes and damaging 20 others in 
two-days of fierce air battle. 

In the exchange of blows, seven 
Japanese bombers, escorted by a 
fleet of fighters, attacked Darwin 
on Australia’s northwest coast for 
the 13th time today. 

Seven other enemy bombers 
with fighter company delivered 
the 22d attack on Port Moresby, 
New Guinea outpost. 

In turn, the Americans 


Dutch Timer, 500 miles northwest 
of Darwin, on Saturday, and twice 
struck surprise blows at Lae on 
the northeast coast of New Gui- 
nea, 400 miles from the Australian 
mainland. 

Zero Fighter Downed. 

One Japanese Navy Zero fighter 
was shot down at Port Moresby. 
Both at Darwin and Port Moresby 
the enemy attack was described 
as weak and the damage small.

In Easter Attacks 


The Japs yesterday threw their strongest “Sundav 
punches” at two Allied strongholds in the Far Eastern 
arena of war, but the American-Filipino defenders on the 
one hand and the British on the other parried the blows 
and countered with fierce jabs that left the little men of 
Nippon the worse for their Eastertide endeavors. 

A land and sea assault upon Bataan peninsula, featured 
by the unsuccessful enemy attempt to beach forces from 
the Manila bay side, was repulsed with “probably heavy” 
Japanese losses, although there was indication the battle 


was continuing. 


Meanwhile. a Nipponese attempt to duplicate the Pearl 
Harbor raid with an attack of 75 bombers upon Ceylon, 
island off southeast India, was thwarted by ready and able 
British defenses which accounted for at least 27 enemv 
planes destroyed. Whatever might follow, the Japs could 
not count Easter Sunday a happy one for the Rising Sun.

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Unity or Dissension 

Modern wars are won by the belligerent na- 
tions which can weld all their resources, fi- 
nancial, economic, material and human, into 
the most powerful and most effective striking 
force. 

In the world-wide conflict now raging the 
Axis nations, our foes, have so far won almost 
all of the victories. Aside from a few naval 
triumphs, the only arena of war where the 
Axis has met a force able to trade effective 
blow for effective blow has been on the Rus- 
sian front. 

It is significant that the Soviet system, itself 
a dictatorship, is the only national organization 
which has been able to meet in battle, on equal 
terms, the dictator-ruled Axis. Not until Hitler 
challenged an equally dominant dictator, Stalin, 
did he find a foe strong enough to halt his tri- 
umphant progress. 

With the sole exception of Russia, the na- 
tions joined in the front against Hitler and 
his Axis partners are democracies. They are 
nations of free men, accustomed to all the 
rights and privileges of individual liberty. In 
certain degree it is this very liberty of the in- 
dividual which has weakened the war strength 
of these democracies. 

For the democratic way of arriving at de- 
cisions is. of necessity, slow. It involves debate 
and argument, full airing of the issues involved 
s0'that public opinion can make itself manifest. 
At best it involves days of delay, whereas the 
dictator is handicapped by no delay whatso- 
ever. He simply gives his orders, his people 
have to obey, at once. Those few days have 
ofttimes provided the margin of victory for 
the dictators. 

The United States is, compared to most of 
the other belligerent nations, but a newcomer 
in the fighting ranks. This nation has not 
yet had time to properly “shake down” its 
customary habits and methods of life, to meet 
the exigencies of war. 

Consequently we witness, at this time, con- 
siderable confusion, some tragic delay, because 
we have not yet determined to lay aside, for the 
curation of the war emergency those cus- 
toms which, in time of peace, constitute our 
bulwarks of freedom but which, in time of 
war, act as fearful handicap to our fighting 
strength. 

It is our habit to discuss, openly, anything 
whatever which concerns our government, our 
people. We debate, heatedly and interminably, 
over every new issue in public affairs. This is 
fine, excellent, in time of peace. But we are, 
today, making serious mistake when we apply 
that same process of public discussion to mat- 
ters of war strategy and the conduct of our 
own war program. For, by so doing, we sow 
coubt and disunity among our own people and 
provide valuable information to the enemy. 

Of necessity the plans and Strategems of 
war cannot be made public. We should realize 
that simple truth. We cannot afford to whis- 
per anything, great or small, of our war pro- 
gram, lest it reach the ears of the enemy and 
enable him to offset, in advance, any advantage 
we hope to gain. 

It might be well if, for the duration of the 
war, we all of us agreed to leave conduct of 
our national affairs to the leaders we have 
chosen, and to refrain entirely from open dis- 
cussion of their efforts and activities. What 
they do may seem to us today to be unwise, 
yet in the light of tomorrow’s developments it 
will appear they knew better than we what 
best to do. 

For two weeks the nation criticized Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for not taking General MacAr- 
thur out of the Philippines and charging’ him 
with greater responsibilities of command. 
And it then was revealed that the President 
had done that very thing, even before the 
critics were heard, but could not announce it 
until MacArthur himself had reached, in safety, 
his new headquarters in Australia. 

Hitler, time and time again, has sneeringly 
ceciared that he has no fears about the United 
States. He bases this scorn of our power upon 
a belief that internal dissension, long-drawn 
cisputes among our people, will fight for him 
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and hamstring us before we get properly in 
the war. 

Let us show him how mistaken he can be. 

Let us forget, for the time, criticism of the 
conduct of our war and national affairs. Let 
us accept the word of our leaders that they are 
doing their best. Let us demonstrate faith in 
their leadership and leave in their hands the 
full responsibility and the full power for the 
outcome, 

Divided among ourselves, we become weak 
and vulnerable to the attack of any foe. To- 
gether, permitting no doubts nor disputes to 
weaken our trust in pur chosen leaders nor to 
delay and weaken our fighting power, we can 
defy a world. Together we can stop the flood 
of horror that the Axis has loosed upon hu- 
manity. Standing together we can take on, 
and defeat, all comers. 

Let us then resolve, each individual among 
us, to shelve our right to criticize, for the dura- 
tion, and thus prove that democracy is not, 
necessarily, a synonym for dissension.

Army Day 

‘This is Army Day. The bands will play 
and the troops and the veterans, the R. O. T. C.

For the past decade, Army Day has been 
little more than a day for open house at Army 
posts and the wearing of uniforms by officers 
working downtown. 

After World War I there were parades. 
But the Army dwindled and the veterans 
weren't as hale as they once were. Anyway, 
their day to march came on November 11, for 
it was on that date in 1918 the surcease from 
the guns granted the world its respite from

But this year, Army Day comes back into 
its own. The new Army is building. It is fight- 
ing on many fronts. It isn’t what it will be 
yet. It takes time to create the vast Army of 
modern war from a nucleus of some 165,000. 

Will Army Day ever again be neglected? 

This day, 
when for this country the war is just starting, 
should be a day of high resolve—a resolve that 
from this day forward America will never re- 
vert to the day when Army Day was given 
merely passing attention; that this country 
will never again decimate its armed power;

hated war and all that goes with it.

Needed, Cotton 

The demands of war for cotton have caused 
a reversal in the agricultural picture in the 
south so drastic as to be literally startling. 

Georgians can’t grow too much cotton this 
year, asserted Captain C. B. Barre, of the 
Army-Navy Munitions Board, at a meeting last 
week of War Production Board specialists and 
southern manufacturers. 

A pending shortage in the lower grades of 
cotton, used in the making of explosives, was 
revealed by Captain Barre. Blimps and bar- 
rage balloons use tremendous amounts of 
cotton, and there is not enough Sea Island 
cotton now planted to meet the need in the 
manufacture of parachutes. 

It is generally recognized as true that the 
role of agriculture in this war is scarcely second 
to any in the program for victory. Not only is 
the demand of our own armed forces great for 
practically every crop that can be grown on a 
farm, but the concentration upon war industry 
increases the domestic consumption to large 
degree. On top of these accentuated demands, 
there is the need for many millions of pounds 
of farm products to be sent overseas for the 
populations of the Allied Nations. 

Thus the farmer takes rank among the first 
line fighters for the nation. He must produce 
more of everything he grows. And now comes 
the word that of two crops indigenous to this 
State, there cannot be oversupply. One is 
cotton, the other peanuts. Peanuts are needed 
for their oil, replacing the imported cocoanut 
and olive oils we formerly got from lands now 
in enemy hands. 

It is only to be hoped that means will be 
found to provide the farmer with sufficient 
labor and with the necessary mechanized tools 
of his trade that there shall be no interruption 
in his war-time-accelerated program of produc- 
tion all along the line.

After Dies had made public the Wallace letter the White House 
paid its respects to him by releasing a statement from the Office of 
Facts and Figures to show the chairman’s utterances had been 
widely quoted in German newspapers and the Nazi propaganda 
machine. It gave emphasis to a previous comment of Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace that Dies is proving more valuable to the Nazis than 
if he were on the Hitler pay roll. 


GREAT NEWS IN GERMANY The Nazis are now fighting 


the Russians, of course, and 
anything that is poison to the Communists is honey to Hitler. 
When Mr. Dies issues a blast against the Commies and the Russian 
fellow travelers, that is great news in Germany. It is played up 
in the press in a way to indicate confusion and disunity over here.

MILK WITH ZOOS IN IT There is a fight on, a political 
' fight, to destroy the integrity 
of the inspection of milk in Atlanta. 

It is charged, by a few of the smaller dairymen, that the in- 
spection is too rigid. 

Every thinking person knows that inspection of milk must be 

most rigid. Indeed, it can hardly be too rigid. 

Atlanta gets good milk from the great ma- 
jority of its sources. 

The reputable, established dairymen 
clean. You need not fear them. 

They will tell you that the Atlanta inspec- 
tor, Elrod Day, has done a good job. They 
want him kept. They have good milk. 

You need not become afraid of your milk 
if you know where it comes from and if you 
know your dairyman has passed inspection. 

The inspector has discovered some terrible 
conditions, none of them among the better- 
known, established dairies. 

He found milk being sold in Atlanta which 
had zoos in it. It swarmed with bacteria. 

He found milk with small particles of ma- 
nure in it. 

He found dirty milk. 

He found milk which had been diluted with 

Nore of this came from the better-known plants. 

An effort is being made to destroy the inspection of milk in 
Atlanta by nullifying the regulations or by getting an inspector 
who will “play ball” with a few political favorites or who will 
wink at the regulations and permit a few filthy barns, milking 
barns and unclean cows and milkers. 

The amazing fact is that some state politician apparently wants 
to assist in endangering Atlanta’s milk supply. 

Milk is the necessary food for children. Adults need it. 

Summer is coming on. Inspection must be more rigid. Not 
less so. 

Yet, orders have come down from on high that the state funds, 
used for health purposes in the city, may no longer be used to pay 
the inspector. 

The idea is to force in some inspector who will “listen to reason.” 

The parents of Atlanta’s children must resent and oppose it. 


KEEP OUT DIRT The people of Atlanta will want dairy- 
- men found selling dirty milk kept out of 
the city. 


A state politician has been quoted as saying he is trying to 
help “the little man.” 

That’s fine—if the little man is a clean little man. 

If his milk has little zoos in it or is diluted or contains small 
particles of manure, he should not be given the right to sell milk 
just because he is “a little farmer trying to make‘a living.” Let 
him get clean or drink his own milk. 

That has a phony, political ring to it anyhow. 

If a dairyman—large or small—is dirty then he shouldn't be 
allowed to sell milk. 

It has been suggested they be “warned.” 

Indeed, the first “agreement” made by the commissioner of 
agriculture was that warnings be issued instead of withdrawing 
permits. 

That isn’t good health. Or good sense. 

Germs don’t heed warnings. A child’s life, or the life of many 
children, might be lost while warnings are being issued. 

The established dairyman, with an investmeint, wants to keep 
his milk clean, his cows healthy. He may have disliked inspection 
years ago. Now they will tell you they have “seen the light.” 
They know that any epidemic of typhoid or any other illness 
started among Atlanta’s children and people by some unscrupulous, 
filthy dairyman, would hurt the whole business, 

But, apparently, some few of the more than 500 dairymen 
bringing milk into Atlanta, don’t want a strict inspection law. 

There can be but one deduction—they don’t want their milk, 
their barns, their cows, inspected. 

(Remember—Most of Atlanta’s milk is good. Don’t stop drink- 
ing it. Be sure your dealer is reputable. Most of them are.) 


IMPOSSIBLE TO ESCAPE -Those records of filty milk 
brought into Atlanta to be sold 


are 


are inescapable. 

They must not be permitted. 

It also must be assumed that until strict inspection of milk was 
established, that dirty milk, diluted milk and milk swarming with 
bacteria was being sold. 

If a man cannot meet the strictest sort of requirements he 
has no business in the dairy business. 

The United States government knows. Dozens of dairies in the 
south have found it impossible to sell to the government because 
their milk was not clean enough or did not have enough butterfat 
in it. 

There also is a mistaken idea about pasteurization. 

If you have poor milk and pasteurize it you still have poor milk. 
Pasteurization merely kills the germs in milk. It adds no richness 
or food values. 

The people of Atlanta can’t fail to telephone their councilmen 
about this. 

The lives of their children, and their own, are involved. 

If inspection is broken down, or removed, Atlanta will be 
flooded with dirty milk. 

A trained, expert inspector is required. Atlanta has one, ac- 
cording to all the reports. 

— attacks on him still do not remove those reports of filthy 
milk, 

_ Indeed, the supposition will remain that if he had not found 
dirty milk there might not have been any attack upon him. He 
can’t be too strict. The dirty dairy must not be allowed to sell milk. 

Atlanta has got to find a way to remove its milk supply from 
the hands of state politicians who seem to care more about a few 
votes than they do about the lives of the children who must drink 
the milk.

Commenting on strike legislation, a senator said to reporters: 
“You cannot force men to work.” 

If America does not bring about its own defeat in the next 
year or so, subsequent events will almost certainly add to the 
senator’s education. 

Even now he could broaden his knowledge by travel. If he 
will travel in certain sections of the south, he will see white men 
and colored men in stripes working on the highways under guard. 
These men did not volunteer their services. 

If he will travel in any part of America until he comes to an 
Army camp, he will see the pick of America’s young manhood 
peeling potatoes, washing dishes, building bridges, repairing tanks 
and doing other chores related to the business of war. 

These young men, though doing their work willingly as «a 
patriotic duty, are not ordinary hired hands who ohose their jobs 
of their own free accord. They were drafted. And they are “forced 
to work,” for they would be court-martialed and punished if they 
refused. 

“But,” the senator would say, “I meant ordinary workers who 
are free to come and go.” 

He meant to say that free Americans, accustomed to doing as 
they please, would rebel if commanded to do something against 
their will. But is that true? 

These same free workers obey without protest when a union 
boss commands them to quit work. Is it a violation of their rights 
to make them work against their will, but not a violation of their 
rights to make them stop work against their will? 

In any case, what rights have they that are not shared by men 
drafted for the Army? Custom sanctifies the plan of drafting men 
to fight and enticing men to work, but is the plan just or fair? 

When people at last realize they are fighting for their lives and 
their homes, there will be no more war profits and workers will be 
drafted as fighters are and sent where they are needed. Then at 
last we'll be on the high road to victory.

Without Casualty in 
Belfast Building. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland, 
April 5.—(4)—The harmless ex- 
plosion of three incendiary time 
bombs and discovery of others hid- 
den like Easter eggs in a movie 
theater used by United States and 
British troops, and a subsequent 
running gun battle between police 
and an armed band shattered Bel- 
fast’s Easter quiet. 

There was no ostensible connec: 
tion between the two _ incidents 
save that 26 Easters ago Irish Re- 
publicans started their so-callc 1 
Easter rebellion against the Brit- 
ish. 

The outbreaks followed a recent 
series of arrests among alleged 
members of the Irish Republican 
Army in Northern Ireland. Hun- 
dreds of extra police had been 
turned out here today in antici- 
pation of just such incidents to 
commemorate the 1916 Dublin re- 
bellion. 

Examination of four unexplod- 
ed bombs found in the theater 
showed them to be incendiaries 
similar, officials said, to one type 
used by the Germans. 

After a thorough search of the 
place a special guard was posted 
until tonight when 1,500 troops 
and members of women’s auxiliary 
services attended a concert. 

The time incendiaries started 
exploding shortly after midnight 
and after the theater had been 
emptied of its Saturday night au- 
dience of soldiers; the gun battle 
came in broad daylight when gun- 
men, hidden in an air raid shelter, 
blazed away at a police patrol car 
containing four men.

In Tank Forces 


No Formally Organized 
Mechanized Units Be-

WASHINGTON, April 5.—(4)— 
Japan was reported today in an 
authoritative military survey to be 
much the weakest in tank forces of 
all the major warring powers. 

An analysis of Japanese mechan- 
ized strength by the semi-official 
Cavalry Journal says “no formally 
organized large mechanized units 
(brigades or divisions) are known 
to exist in the Japanese Army; 
however, improvised mechanized 
units have been used on the con- 


tinent (against China) repeatedly 
with considerable success.” 

By contrast the United States 
Army already has seven armored 
divisions in service or process of 
organization, Britain is credited 
with comparable forces, and Nazi 
Germany and Russia are far 
stronger. 

Moreover, lacking a well devel- 


believed unable to develop strong 
armored forces, a weakness which 
might be fatal in the event of a 
clash between the Japanese and 
Russians in Siberia. 

In contrast to the smashing 
breakthrough tactics dramatized 
by the Nazis, the Japanese mostly 
employ their limited forces of 
tanks to support infantry attacks 
against the relatively weak opposi- 
tion they have thus far encoun- 
tered. 

By European and American 
standards, the Japanese tanks are 
rated low as weapons. The 15 
known types include a xzumber 
that foreign armies have virtually 
discarded. Against the Chinese 
particularly, two-man tankettes of 
three tons armed only with a light 
machinegun have been used. 

The Japanese medium tank, the 
Journal reported, weighs 14 tons, 
about the same as the American 
light tank.

How to Lose 
Weight 

On Three 
Meals Daily 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Science has found a method by 
which you can eat three meals a 
day and lose two pounds a week. 
This diet prevents both actual and 
hidden hunger and builds up your 
strength as you get rid of the use- 
less fat. 

It probably sounds so good you 
don't believe it! You have tried 
dieting and felt miserable. You 
were starved most of the time and 
you didn’t get thin, either. No 
more diets for you! 


All right, I'll prove to you that 
you can have a diet low enough in 
calories to let you lose weight and 
yet be adequate in all the essen- 
tials needed for health. I'll prove 
it with facts. 

Stored fat, whether an extra 10 
pounds or 50, represents excess 
food. Food is fuel and is either 
burned for energy or stored away 
as body fat. The amount of fuel 
contained in any food is expressed 
in terms of calories, or heat units. 
When you overeat, it adds up to 
too many calories and the evi- 
dence is right cn the scales for you 
to see. 

To be exact, each 4,320 calories 
above the number you need make 
one pound of solid flesh. If you 
take arsund 6 J calories a day 
more than you need—perhaps in 
dessert, butter, cream or hot rolls 
—you store the day’s extra calo- 
ries and in one week you will have 
gained one pound. 

But suppose you eat just enough 
each day for your activity. Then 
you neither gain nor lose weight. 
If you are to lose weight, you must 
turn part of the stored fat back 
into energy and to do that you 
must take fewer calories than you 
use. That lets nature draw on the 
stored fat to supply the necessary 
fuel for energy. The result is you 
lose weight. Is that clear? 

Those stored pounds represent 
reserve fuel—energy—but they do 
not represent the material needed 
for daily wear and tear and for 
the smooth running of the body. 
Right there is the reason a re- 
ducing diet must furnish adequate 
amounts of protein, minerals and 
vitamins. You can think of these 
essentials in terms of lean meat, 
dairy products, fresh fruits, vege- 
tables and whole grains, for those 
are the foods which furnish the 
materials needed to regulate the 
body processes. Without them, 
you would lose strength as you 
lose weight and would eventually 
harm your health. 

Always keep in mind that when 
you go on a reducing diet, the 
lowering of the calories to use up 
your stored fat does not mean that 
your supply of the protective ele- 
ments can also be lowered. Your 
body does not need less of these 
nutrients. Its requirements are 
exactly the same. 

All foods supply some calories, 
but not all calories carry the pro- 
tective elements. Since, to reduce, 
you must keep the calories low, 
any food that goes into a reducing 
menu must not only be low in 
calories, but must also furnish its 
share of the protective material. 
In other words, such foods as 
chocolate pic, which is high in 
calories and contains none of the 
protective qualities, has no place 
in the low-calorie diet. 

On a diet as low as 1,000 calo- 
ries a day, every food should have 
a purpose—to furnish protection 
and to give satiety to the diet. Lf 
you will follow the basic list given 
here in planning your three meals 
a day you will get everything you 
need. And if you do not add more 
than 100 to 200 calories to the 
daily list, you will lose your two 
pounds per week. Here is the list: 


Calories. 

Orange juice, 3% oz., or % grape

Egg. boiled, poached or scrambled 

Whole wheat bread, 100 per cent, 
or enriched bread, 3 slices, each

7 he Answer There may be some who Say, yes, 
they'll go if given free admission and they can’t find any- 
thing else to do. 

Well, that’s wrong. Putting a uniform on a man doesn’t 
change his likes or dislikes. In normal times he would go 
to baseball games and in wartimes he is no different. 

The Brooklyn-Atlanta game at Fort Benning 
wasn't free. Soldiers paid 85 cents for grandstand 
and 55 cents for general admission. And, including 
officers, there were more than 4,000 present. 

Very little has been written about the greatly expand- 
ing Army and Navy program, about the large number of 
service teams that will be playing baseball this summer. 

From Great Lakes to deep in the hedrt of Texas, camps 
will have their own teams and take a great pride in them. 
You should have heard the doughboys talking about Fort 
Benning’s victory over the Springfield Rifles. Benning 
blanke@ the pros, 2 to 0. It was a major achievement, to 
hear the doughVoys tell it. 

Truth to tell, it was. The doughboys have not had 
the time for organization that professional teams 
have had. Their teamwork is not yet what it will 
be. But they make up for it in spirited, reckless play. 
They keep up with the play a lot closer in the camps 

than is the case in the parks of organized baseball. An 
announcer virtually gives a play by play, keeping track of 
balls and strikes, etc. And it helps to keep interest at a 
high pitch. Actually it brings the fans closer to the game, 


makes them feel more a part of it. 

. The sergeant at Fort Benning did 
Real Medium a fine job, in this respect. The fact 
that he paid such high tribute to radio and scorned the 
illustrious visiting writers from New York and Brooklyn 
may simply have been an oversight. 

On the other hand, he may have the idea that 
radio is more important to baseball than the news- 
papers. 

In such a case I'd like to remind the sergeant that in the 
102 years of baseball, the medium through which the game 
has found expression and prospered is the daily newspa- 
per—not the radio. 

The radio was unheard of when baseball had passed its 
first half-century. The broadcasting of games is not ancient, 
by anv means. 

I never thought the broadcasting of home games 
was sensible. And many a baseball owner who 
thought it was now has gone back and started all 
over again. 

Home broadcasting is being banned in many towns. 
Clubs still are bringing road games to fans via broadcast, 
as this is a service that should be rendered. 

But home broadcasting almost amounts, in some 
cases, to silent turnstiles and empty parks. Instead 
of making new fans, as owners thought it would, it 
has alienated old fans who find it more convenient 
to pull up an easy chair and listen to some word 
artist describe details of the play.
